The fact, how­ 
ever, remains that the world is just 
a little disturbed over Japan’s an­ 
nouncement that she regards herself

vide themselves with food and cloth­ 
ing,” said Director Dresden, “but if 
we stop there, we have built only the 
foundation. 
We are laying out plans 
which 
will 
enable 
people 
of 
this 
southwestern area to do more than 
merely exist. 
Work projects neces­ 
sary under the relief program can lie 
directed toward bringing shade trees 
to streets and lawns, to creating com­ 
munity parks, to building community 
club-houses which reflect the native 
architecture of this area and set a 
model for homes of the same type. 
Our first settlers here often had an 
architectural type all their own, dic­ 
tated by the native material and by 
the 
climatic conditions. 
We have 
reason to be proud of such architec­ 
ture. Bather than imitate other types 
we will do well to keep the honest 
and beautiful types which we our­ 
selves developed.”

Bolden, 
30,

spend tin* rest of Ii is life in prison 
for the 
murder of an unidentified 
white man because he told his secret 
to two other negros. 
All this was brought out at his 
trial in criminal dastrict court Mon­ 
day, at Avhich he pleaded guilty and 
was given 99 years. 
Bolden avos charged with killing an 
unidentified white man whose body. 
covered wit ii a cotton sack on which 
was printed a swastika, was found 
under a Rock Island railroad trestle 
near the business district on Oct. 19. 
Tile negro said he shot the man while 
he slept, thinking he had a 
large 
amount of money. 
The night before, 
flu* negro 
related he had gambled 
with flu* man and they had agreed to 
meet the next day under the trestle. 
I 
Finding the man asleep, testified 
Bolden, he killed him, robbed him of 
about $55 and covered tin* body Avitli 
a cotton sack. 
The negro 
was arrested here by 
police in December and booked for 
investigation 
at 
the city jail. 
He 
fen red that he was arrested for the 
murder, although authorities at that 
time knew nothing of his connection. 
Frightened, 
he 
confided 
in 
two 
other negro prisoners and asked them 
to get a lawyer for him. 
But Bolden 
was released first and sent word to 
his two confidants to remain silent, 
promising to get a lawyer for them. 
Later one of the confidants was ac­ 
cused of robbery with firearms. 
Ile 
told City Detective Joe Defoe about 
Bolden and the murder suspect was 
arrested at Houston in February. 
Bolden first implicated another ne­ 
gro, who was in jail in Shreveport, 
but later repudiated his original con­ 
fession and said lie was alone AA'hen 
the murder occurred.—Star-Telegram.

Instil Is financial operations were, 
however, the final cause of his col­ 
lapse. 
A skillful operator, he was a 
poor financier. 
Stupidity and a dull 
conscience led him to the transactions 
J'0r Which he was indicted in the 
Jer'im.ijial courts. 
'Hundreds of thou­ 
sands of investors were made poorer 
by his chicanery. 
Old people, women 
and children were deprived of sup­ 
port because of the failure of his en­ 
terprises. 
As the full story of the unscrupu­ 
lous methods he pursued was unfold­ 
ed, everyone who knew 
him turned 
against' him. 
Even when his dishon­ 
esty was exposed he might, however, 
have 
saved 
himself 
the 
ignominy 
which came upon him. 
Had he had the courage to face his 
accusers in court and trust his fate 
to a jury, he might have gone to 
prison, but certainly he would not 
have been despised as he now is. But 
the man who lacks the courage to 
face the bar of justice has no admir­

So w’e have the picture of the man 
who was called king in Chicago run­ 
ning to the far corners of the earth 
to escape the vengeance of the law.

As a mail he 
is finished. 
As a symbol he will long 
lie remembered. 
The public utilities industry in par­ 
ticular and business iii general will 
prosper as it repudiates all that Sam­ 
uel lnsull embodied during the last 
years of his active business life. 
The covert alliance between govern­ 
ment officials and business seeking 
political favors must lie ended if busi­ 
ness is to have any assurance of fu­ 
ture stability. 
Honesty is not only 
the hest policy, it is the only one 
which offers any safety. 
More than that, the greedy merging

and curb all manipulative practices. 
The federal trade commission 
will 
have the power to prohibit 
short 
sales, limit the use of stop loss orders 
and throw open for public inspection 
tin* records of all tin* specialists. 


Securities Act 


On Friday, May 5, Senator Fletcher 
introduced 
amendments 
liberalizing 
many of the parts of the securities 
act of 1933 that have been subjected 
to so many violent attacks in the last 
few months. 
Some of the various 
amendments will limit the liability of 
the Issuing agent to the actual loss of 
tin* purchaser, 
increase 
the 
proof 
needed by the purchaser for action, 
limit 
underwriters liability 
to the 
amount glia ran teed and exempt direc­ 
tors and officials who can prove that 
they acted in good faith in employing 
the persons preparing the financial 
statements. 
These amendments will 
require the purchaser to exercise a 
reasonable prudence in 
purchasing 
and to make a certain amount of in­ 
vestigation. 
Such features will elim­ 
inate many of tin* contentious litiga­ 
tions 
and 
blackmail 
suits. 
Other 
amendments will bring mineral, oil 
am i'gas rights definitely under the 
supervision of the federal trade com­ 
mission when fractional 
rights are 
created for the purpose of offerings 
to the publiec. 
This will clarify the 
many conflicting opinions as to the 
possibility 
of classifying 
fractional 
mineral, oil and gas rights as securi­ 
ties and subject to the provisions of 
the act. 


Veterans’ Payments 


Since the passage of the indepen­ 
dent offices appropriations bill then1' 
have been many estimates made of 
the cost to the government for the 
restorations made to the veterans. 
These estimates have ranged from n 
high of over .$200,(MXMXX) as made by 
friends of the Economy league, to as 
low as $30,000,000 as made by the 
friends of the veterans. 
On Wednes­ 
day Veterans Administrator Hines re­ 
leased the first official figures on th*' 
additional cost. 
His estimate is $37,- 
427,0(H) but it must be remembered 
that this amount includes the reliefs 
granted by the executive orders of the 
president prior to the passage of the 
bill. 
The actual increase above the 
president's regulations would be about 
$12,fXX).000.

lic of Texas, and Texas to its great 
sisterhood of states. 
The only state 
in the Union to have been a sovereign 
republic, the only state to have served 
under six flags, Texas has indeed a 
unique and fascinating history.
